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HISTORICAL. 


ORIGIN AND EARLY HISTORY. 
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AL HE phenomenal development of the West during the last 


half century has no parallel in history. Where but a tew 

short years ago extended boundless prairies over which 
-roamed packs of wolves and herds of buffalo, there is now 

one. vast aggregation of productive farms and thrifty vil- 

lages. ‘The noiseless solitude of the wilderness, unbroken 
save by the crack of the frontiersman’s rifle and the tempestuous war 
whoop of the savage, has been superseded by the noise of machinery 
and the busy hum of factories. 

Magnificent cities have sprung up as if by magic to rival in com- 
mercial greatness the prominent industrial centers of the East. The- 
oldest inhabitant can scarcely realize these wonderful transformations, ef- 
fected by the advent of civilization. ° 

The territory embracing the county of Polk was acquired by purchase 
from the Sac and Fox Indians in 1842. By the terms of the treaty the 
Aborigines were permitted to retain possession of the land for three years. 
It was also stipulated that a military stockade should be erected at the 
juncture of the Des Moines and [accoon rivers to protect the interior 
tribes from hostile incursions of the Pottawattamies who inhabited the 
region lying to the north and west. 

The 9th day of May, 1843,-witnessed the beginning of what is to.day 
the capital and metropolis of Iowa. A small detachment of troops were 
landed from the little Steamboat Ione, and at once commenced the construe- 
tion of the buildings which constituted the “Fort.” These were all scat- 
tered along the banks of the Des Moines river and consisted for the most 
part of barracks and stables. 

Two companies, one of infantry the other of cavalry, composed the 
garrison which was under the command of Capt. James Allen, under whom 
served Lieutenants King, Greer and Potter. The soldiers underwent many 
severe privations but soon became inured to the hardships of frontier life 
and their merry songs, mingled with the noise of bugle and drum, were 
evidence sufficient that those early days were gladdened by many happy 
hours. 

Among the earliest settlers in the vicinity of the fort were John B. Scott, 
W. A. Scott, Alexander Turner and William Lamb, who furnished grain, 
hay and other products for the garrison. Charles Weatherford, J. M. 
Thrift, James Drake, John Sturdevant and Benjamin Bryant came about 
the same time. The first regular dwelling was a rude log cabin built on 
the east side by W. G. and G. W. Ewings, who were traders. A store was

established at an early date by Robert A. Kinsay. It stood near what is 
now Vine street between Second and Third. 

The Indians were comparatively inoffensive, but their friendship and 
confidence was abused by white renegades who invaded their territory, sold 
them whisky and stole their horses. 

The Indian title to this domain expired October 12 , 1845, at midnight. 
The settlers were so eager to acquire permanent homes in the vicinity of 
the fort that the measurement of claims was begun in the night as soon as 
the loud report of a musket had announced that the dominion of the red 
man had ended forever and the era of civilization had dawned. Before the 
first gleams of morning had o’erspread the landscape thousands of acres 
were Jaid off. And now the tide of immigration rushed in and the hitherto 
silent forests reverberated with the sound of the woodman’s ax. 

The birth of the first white child, a daughter of Lieutenant Greer, took 
place in 1845. The first sermon was preached by Rev. Ezra Rathbun, a 
Methodist minister, in the same year, while the first marriage solemnized 
was that of Benjamin Bryant and Elvira B. Burge on the 11th of June, 
1846. 

The original town of Fort Des Moines was laid out about this time and. 
made the seat of government for Polk county, which had recently been 
organized. The census taken on the first day of July placed the number 
of inhabitants at 127. 

The first court convened in a log shanty on the second day of April, 
Hon. Joseph Williams presiding. The grand jury brought in no true bills 
except for their fees. ' 

This same month was rendered memorable by the establishment of the 
postoftice. 

Joseph Smart, an Indian interpreter, was the first postmaster, but he 
soon resigned and was succeeded by Dr. T. K. Brooks. The mail facilities 
_ of that early day were very limited, the mails being ‘usually carried on 
horseback through a hundred miles of almost uninhabited country. 

The first school was taught by Lewis Whitten, county clerk in the winter 
of 1846-7. It was held in “Coon Row”, in a building erected for the 
accommodation of the garrison. In 1847 R. L. Tidrick taught a school, 
also in the government buildings. 

The first transfer of land took place August 14, 1848. A court honse 
was constructed that year at a cost of $2,0000. The jail was built a year 
later, and cost $750. 

The first newspaper of the place was printed by Barlow Granger & Co. 
in 1849. It was called 7’he Jowa Star, and upheld the principles of the 
Democratic party. Zhe Hort Des Moines Cazette, a Whig organ, appeared 
soon after but was discontinued after one year’s publication. 

The public school of Des Moines was formally organized in 1849, Byron 
Rice being the first teacher. 

The population had grown to 502 in 1850. 

In May, 1851, this region was visited by hard continuous rains, which 
caused an unprecedented rise in the rivers, the waters in the Des Moines 
being at one time twenty-two and a half feet above low water mark. 
Great damage resulted to farmers in the river bottoms, houses, barns and 
fences were carried away, standing crops destroyed, mills damaged and 
roads rendered impassable. East Des Moines was almost entirely inun- 
dated and boats passed freely about the streets. 

On September 2, 1851, the citizens voted on the question of incorpor- 
ating Fort Des Moines as a town. But one vote was cast in the negative. 
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‘P. M. Casady, Thompson Bird and L. P. Sherman were selected to draft a 
charter which was adopted October 18th. Councilmen were elected two 
days later, who chose Thompson Bird, president. 

The place now assumed considerable importance by reason of the proba- 
bility of its becoming the capital of the State. As the tide of population 
moved westward it became evident that Iowa City must yield that distine- 
tion to a more central location which would in all likelihood be Fort Des 
Moines. 

A United States Land Office was established in 1852, The next year 
Fort Des Moines was incorporated by act of the Legislature, which in 1854 
passed a bill making it the State Capital. The name was changed to Des 
Moines in 1856. In the meantime prominent and enterprising citizens had 
united their efforts in the erection of a capitol building which was put up 
at a cost of $65,000, and together with a considerable tract of land, donated 
to the State. 

A few years later the people were thrown into a feverish excitement by 
reports that the Sioux Indians were besieging the town of Fort Dodge and 
committing horrible depredations in that vicinity. A meeting was held at 
the Court House where one hundred and fifty men speedily enlisted to 
march to the relief of the beleaguered inhabitants. But next morning it 
was learned that the rnmors were without foundation, when the volunteers 
were dismissed to resume their peaceful avocations. ) 

Des Moines and Polk county responded promptly to the call for volun- 
teers to maintain the unity of the nation during the time of civil conflict. 
Two thousand men bore arms in the service although the voting population 
of the county at that time did not exceed three thousand, 

The present Court House was completed in 1863. The first railroad 
entered Des Moines in August, 1866, from Keokuk, and was known as the 
Des Moines Valley road. The population of the city had reached 12,035 
in 1870, and 22,696 in 1880. The following is a complete list of the 
mayors of Des Moines: 
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Des Moines, the capital of Iowa, and county seat of Polk county, is sit- 
uated at the confluence of the Des Moines and Raccoon rivers, in the midst 
of one of the most fertile regions on the globe. There are no other large 
cities near, Chicago being 350 miles east, Minneapolis and St. Paul 200 
miles north, Omaha 150 miles west, and Kansas City 266 miles southwest. 

The site consists of wooded hills and valleys, which afford an excellent 
system of natural drainage. It is one of the most beautiful of western 
cities and a very desirable place in which to live. 

The vast majority of the population own their homes, which evidences 
the thrift and law-abiding character of the citizens. Tasty cottages, and 
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spacious mansions with large and pretty lawns, abound in the residence por- 
tions, while solid and substantial brick blocks compose the business part. 

The population was carefully estimated at over 50,000 in the spring of 
1888. The city is noted for her tine educational system, elegant churches 
and public buildings, handsome private residences, and for the enterprise, 
culture and. morality of her people. 

The sessions of the Legislature of the State, Supreme and Federal, Cir- 
cuit and District Courts attract leading politicians and members of the 
legal profession from all parts of Iowa. No less than 156 State Conven- 
tions assembled in this city last year, while meetings of prominent national 
organizations are of frequent occurrence. 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 


The Iowa State Capitol, built on an elevation rising one hundred and 
twenty feet above the Wee Moines river, is one of the finest and best struc- 
tures of the kind in the entire Union, and a fitting monument to the intel- 
ligence, enterprise and thrift of the progressive people of this State. The 
edifice is built of stone of the most durable quality, brought from all parts 
of the world. Thirty-two varieties of foreign and domestic marble are 
used. The corridor floors are laid with encaustic tile, while the wainscot- 
ings are of marble. The partitions are built of fire proof material, and the 
floors are constructed of iron beamsand brick arches. The iron roof is cov- 
ered with porous terra cotta and slate. The first floor contains the various 
State offices and Supreme Court rooms; the second, the State library, Leg- 
islative halls and committee rooms. The furniture is of the richest pat- 
terns and most artistic finish, and harmonize well with the beauty and ele- 
gance of its surroundings. The walls are covered with superb fresco dec- 
orations, executed by the most skilled artists in the world. <A battery of 
seven boilers, situated across the street on the north side, furnishes the sup- 
ply of steam for heating. Ventilation is afforded by exhausting the air 
through ducts built in the wall. At each of the four corners of the struc- 
ture is an elegant dome, while the crowning central one rises to a much 
greater height. From its summit, where many a wedding knot has been 
tied, a splendid view is afforded of the beauties of the city and surrounding 
country within a radius of many miles. The total cost of buildings and 
grounds when complete, will be about $3,000,000. The Capitol is a “model 
of elegance and symmetry throughout, and is a cause of just pride among 
lowa’s citizens. 

The U. S. Court House and‘Post Office on Fifth street and Court Avenue, 
is a superb edifice, built of Joliet stone, at a cost of over $200,000. Con- 
gress appropriated nearly that sui two years ago for enlarging and improv- 
ing it. A large force of men of various trades and professions are now at 
work putting on the finishing touches. The building is four stories high, 
has a handsome tower and mansard roof, and is strictly fire proof. The first 
floor will be ocenpied by the post office, the upper rooms by the Federal 
Courts and offices. The post office is now located on the south side of Court 
Avenue. It will be removed back to the old quarters when the building is 
completed, in October, where more room and better facilities will be afforded. 
There are 25 persons regularly employed in the’ottice, and 27 letter carriers. 
Special agents convey mails promptly to and from trains. The money 
order department has done an increased business during the first half of the 
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present year, and the sales of stamps and postal cards have been corres- 
pondingly large. There are two station agents, one on the East side and one 
at Cottage Grove. Des Moines has one of the best paying post offices in the 
United States. 

The Arsenal is situated on the west bank ot the Des Moines river, at the 
foot of Locust street. It is «a solid brick structure in which are stored 
munitions of war and many historical relics, including cannon, muskets, 
side arms, shot and shell, and the tattered battle flags of Iowa regiments. 
The Adjntant General makes his headquarters here. 

The Polk County Court House, at the west end of Court Avenue, is built 
of brick. It has been enlarged and repaired within the past few years. 
The yard has been graded and sodded this spring, which greatly improves 
the appearance of the surroundings. The jail occupies the basement under 
the court house. 

The City Hall, located. on the northwest corner of Second and Locust 
streets, is a fine, new building, and a credit to the municipality. The city 
officials have their headquarters here. The edifice is constructed of brick, 
is large and commodious and will meet all requirements for many decades 
to come. | 

The city contains two excellent hospitals, and the Benedict Home for 
fallen women. 


MUNICIPAL GOVERNMENT. 


The mayor, marshal, treasurer, auditor, civil engineer, solicitor, police 
judge, and superintendent of markets, are elected biennially by the people. 
Any person who is a qualified elector under the laws of the State ot lowa, 
and who has resided in the ward or precinct in which he offers to véte for a 
period of ten days preceding the election, is entitled to vote. | 

The Legislative powers of the municipality are vested in a city council, 
the members of which are chosen by election for a term of two years. One 
member is chosen from each ward, of which he must be a resident and qual- 
ified elector, and two are chosen by the qualified voters of the city at large. 
‘The assessor is also elected by the people. The election occurs on the first 
Monday in March, of every second year, and the polling place in each ward 
is designated by the city council, who also appoint three judges and clerks 
of election. Contested elections are decided by the council. 

It is the duty of the mayor, as chief executive officer of the city, and 
conservator of the public peace, to cause the ordinances and regulations of 
the city to be faithfully and constantly obeyed, to supervise the city officers 
and exercise within the limits of the city the powers conferred upon the 
sheriffs of counties to suppress riots and all disorderly conduct. He has 
the control and direction of the police force, appoints the chief and as many 
subordinate policemen as the city council may deem necessary for peace 
and good order. The mayor presides at the meetings of the city council, 
but has no voice in its proceedings. The discretiunary power given the 
mayor by ordinance may be restrained or regulated by this body. The city 
clerk and street commissioner are elected by the Council. Most of the 
other officers are appointed by the mayor, with the consent of the council.

FINANCES. 


A large amonnt of money is annually coilected and expended in the 
government and improvement of the city. A levy of four mills per annum 
will pay the principal and interest of any legal debt the city may have, 
that is running for twenty years at four and a half per cent.” ; 

It is found from the reports of census bureaus sent out in 1880 in refer- 
ence to the indebtedness of cities in New York and New England, that in 
all places of over 10,000 inhabitants the bonded debt was from $70 to $100 
per capita, while that of Des Moines was but $26 per capita. After a 
period of eight years has elapsed during which time the city has made vast 
improvements, built miles of paving and sewerage, constructed two 
immense iron bridges, erected the City Hall, the east side police station and 
five engine honses, the municipal debt is less than $15 per capita. 


REAL ESTATE. 


The stream of immigration which has steadily poured into the Capital 
City during past years has created a great demand for real property and 
imparted an unusual stimulus to real estate transactions. But the conse- 
quent appreciation in the values of Des Moines property has been steady 
and has never gone beyond reasonable limits. The manufacturing ad van- 
tages of the city are being extensively advertised in all parts of the union, 
new factories are securing locations and capitalists are observing with 
interest the enthusiasm of the people. This enthusiasm is by no means 
confined to the real estate fraternity but is shared in by all citizens alike. 

Some strangers from neighboring towns have expressed the belief that the 
growth in the direction of the suburbs has been too rapid, but business men 
and capitalists who have observed what Minneapolis, St. Paul, Kansas City 
and Omaha have done with less natural advantages than are possessed by 
this city, do not hesitate to put their money into Des Moines real estate, 
knowing full well that no better opportunities for profitable investment are 
to be found anywhere in the West. The recent purchase of vast tracts by 
wealthy syndicates and the unprecedented activity in the real estate market 
indicate the growing confidence reposed in the city’s future by men of sound 
judgment and ripe experience. 

There has been a notewerthy increase of business this year in every 
line of industrial activity and agents are quite unable to meet the pressing 
demand for houses to rent. These facts would seem to show conclusively 
that the growth of the city is substantial and permanent. Parties conver- 
sant with the facts admit that Des Moines is but in the infancy of her 
career, and even rival cities concede her claim to future greatness. The real 
estate agents are wide-awake, accommodating and responsille and to all 
parties contemplating a change of residence we would suggest a correspon- 
dence with those reliable dealers of whom extended account is given in the 
later pages of our work.

BANKING AND INSURANCE. 


The sound financial institutions of the city have exercised an important 
influence in promoting the material prosperity. There are five National, 
one State and four Savinzs banks; also several strong and reliable loan and 
trust companies. The amount of capital and surplus is $2,885,000; the 
deposits on the last day of April, 1888, were $3,912,821.95. These figures 
do net include private banks. . 

More money is invested in insurance in Des Moines than in any other 
city west of the Mississippi... There are eleven home companies whose 
combined assets are $2,643,974.94, whose premiums in 1887 amounted to 
$1,184,036.48. These companies employ 160 persons exclusive of officers 
and agents. The leading companies of the Kast are also represented here. 


MANUFACTURES. 


As a natural manufacturing center and as a distributing point Des 
Moines possesses advantages unequaled by any other western city. To 
make the place a great industrial center is an object which engages the 
united efforts of her citizens. The people of this section insist that their 
clothing, machinery and other goods must be made in the West, and are 
disposed to offer every encouragement to manufacturing industries. 

The Des Moines and Raccoon rivers afford an almost unlimited supply of 
water-power, which has been utilized to a very limited extent, owing to the 
cheapness of other motive power. A dam having a fall of eight feet was 
built across the Des Moines several years ago and the only use made of it 
to-day is in the operation of a flour mill on the west bank. At a compara- 
tively small outlay either of the rivers could be dammed ‘so as tu give 
sutticient power to run ail the manufactories in the city. 

The location in the best and most accessible portions of the Iowa coal 
field enables manufacturers to obtain abundant supplies of fuel at remark- 
ably low prices. There are fifteen mines operated in the immediate 
vicinity of the city which employ several thousand inen. The very best 
coal for heating purposes is obtained at from $1.50 to $2.00 per ton, while 
screenings suited for all purposes of manufacturing ave pnt in the bins at 
trom 35 tu 50 cents per ton, according to the distance from the mines. 
Each ponnd of this fuel, which is used to operate all the factories of Des 
Moines, is capable of evaporating eight and one-half pounds of water as 
shown by actual test. This is the cheapest fuel in the world, outside of the 
natural gas regions, and recent improvements in the manufacture of fuel gas 
have led to the expectation that ere long this valuable fuel will be furnished 
to the factories of Des Moines at as cheap rates as natural gas is supplied 
to those of Pittsburg. The coal industry is the source of large revenue and 
its benefits to the community can scarcely be overestimated. The fact 
that suecessive seasons of dronth which have interfered with the natural 
produetiveness of the soil, have not been suflicient to create financial dis- 
aster or to interfere materially with the general prosperity, is due in a great 
measure to the revenue derived from the annual yield of Iowa’s coal 
product. 

The sixteen lines of railway which reach out into every county in the State

and also into other States bring into tribute a wide extent of territory and 
afford unsurpassed facilities for the distribution of products. ; 

Des Moines contains a vast number of factories, mills and works which 
engage in the manufacture of flour, oat meal, oil cake, linseed oil, mill fur- 
nishings, carriages, wagons, carts, drain tile, artificial stone, bronze, marble 
and granite monuments, brick, engines, boilers, barb-wire, galvanized iron 
cornice, furniture, mouldings, sash, doors, blinds, brooms, starch, vases, urns, - 
flower-pots and other kinds of pottery, baking powders, collars, cuffs, shirts, 
underwear, scarfs, hosiery, mittens, jackets, trunks, valises, barrels, blankets, 
yarns, cassimeres, suspenders, mattresses, sewing machines, artificial limbs, 
agricultural implements, pumps, files, soap, confectionery, newspaper 
folders, windmills, dyes, proprietary medicines, essences, typewriters, show 
cases, coflins, washing machines, dental goods, crackers, cigars, bottles, 
‘saddlery and harness, elevators, furnaces, stoves, ranges, bee hives, blank 
books, boxes, pea nut roasters, vinegar and rubber stamps. 

These various and valuable industries receive a- liberal patronage and 
encouragement from the community to whose comfort and _ happiness 
they have so largely contributed.. They were not built up in a few days, 
but by a process of steady, determined growth have acquired their present 
influence and importance. The value of the manufactured products of Des 
Moines: for the year 1887, was $14,505,100 which shows a noteworthy 
increase over that of previous years. 

Among recent acquisitions are a sewing machine factory, carriage factory, 
cotton mills, starch works, and pressed brick works. These natural advant- 
ages, which we have thus briefly delineated, taken in connection with 
inducements offered by citizens, their willingness to donate sites in the 
heart of the city adjacent to railways, water mains and other conveniences, 
and to grant freedom from taxation for a certain length of time, have led 
many manufacturers located elsewhere, to consider favorably the proposition 
of removing to Des Moines. 

Among various establishments the representatives of which have been 
investigating the manufacturing advantages of the city with a view to locat- 
ing, are a wagon factory, an oat ineal mill, a shoe factory, an iron foundry, 
a paper box manufactory, a syrup concern, sewer pipe works, iron works and 
planing mills. The factories recently established here have added several 
thousand to the population, and will contribute largely to the support and 
maintenance of the laboring Classes in the future. The’people of Jowa’s Capital 
are thoroughly awakened to the impggtance of manufacturing enterprises 
and are determined to make their city what the favorable location and 
abundant natural resources indicate it should be—the leading industrial 
center of the West. 


TRADE. 


The network of railways extending in every direction from. Des Moines 
like the spokes from the hub of a wheel, and the great variety of the city’s 
manufactures, form two factors of which extensive jobbing and retail 
trates are a negossary prolust. Tue wholesale trade in groceries, drugs, 
hardware, jewelry, rubber, seeds, stationery, fruits and the various articles 
manufactured here, reaches as far west as the Pacific slope and the aggre- 
gate sales of jobbers last year were $26,851,868. 

The business done by the wholesale grocery houses ast year amounted to 
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$3,749,000. By reason of situation, superior transportation facilities and 
other marked advantages, the grocers of Des Moines are enabled to compete 
successfully with those of any other western city. 

The trade in agricultural implements has assumed very large proportions 
and is next inimportance to the grocery business. The amount.of sales last 
year aggregated over $2,000,000 and leading dealers state that their business 
during the Spring of 1885 has been from 50 to 100 per cent better than during 
the corresponding months of 1887. When it is remembered that the farm- 
ing communities have recently been visited by successive seasons of drouth, 
in’ view of the present favorable prospects. for good crops there can be no 
doubt but that the business done in this line during the present year will 
show astonishing results. 

The product of the starch works finds a ready sale all over the West, and 
is growing in popular favor. 

Located in the center of as fertile a region as is to be found anywhere on 
the globe, the city affords superior advantages as a grain market. The 
flouring mills, oat meal mills and starch works consume a vast amount of the 
wheat, oats and corn raised in central Iowa. 

The pork packing industry is one of the most important and the products 
of Des Moines packing houses command the highest market prices. 

The flour, produce and commission business shows a continued steady 
increase, the sales of 1887 amounting to over $2,500,000. 

The raising of fancy horses and live stock is an industry which engages 
the attention of enterprising Iowa farmers and contributes largely to the 
city’s volume of annual business. 

The retail stores of Des Moines carry fine and well selected stocks. of 
goods which are sold at metropolitan prices. The merchants and dealers 
are enterprising and reliable. 


LIBRARIES. 


The value of well equipped public libraries cannot be too strongly 
emphasized. They exert a powerful influence in elevating the standard of. 
intelligence in every community. 

The State Library which occupies elegant quarters in the Capitol build- 
ing ranks among the first of the law hbraries in the Union. The depart- 
ments in science, history, biography and fiction are also well filled. The 
library contains about 50,000 volumes which are used for public reference. 

The City Library on Fourth street, between Walnut and Court avenne, 
contains over 5,000 volumes, together with Jeading daily newspapers, city 
publications and a large supply of excellent magazine literature, all of which 
are open to the public. 

The State Arsenal is used as a repository for military records. 

The Y. M.C. A. reading room on Locust street is well supplied with 
books papers and magazines. 
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EDUCATIONAL FACILITIES. 


The city maintains two high schools, a special training school, four kin- 
dergarten departments, and the usual intermediate grades. A new high 
school building is now in process of erection, which, “when completed, will 
cost $75,000. The kindergarten as a department of the public schools, was 
inangurated in 1883. The Des Moines schools won a bronze medal at the 
Centennial Exposition in Philadelphia, in 1876, for the excellence of the 
work exhibited, and also a diploma at the World’s Fair, held at New 
Orleans, three years ago. There are nineteen public school buildings (not 
including those of the suburbs,) which are substantial and commodious. 
There were 183 teachers regularly employed during the year just closed,

and the total enrollment of pupils was 7,744, an increase of 377 over that 
of the preceding year. 

Two well equipped universities offer every advantage for the acquire- 
ments of a higher education. The Des Moines University, conducted under 
the auspices of the Baptist denomination, employs a faculty of seven instruc- 
tors, and has an enrollment of nearly a hundred students. Drake Univer- 
sity employs thirty-one instructors, and has an enrollment of 434 students. 
It is non-sectarian in character, but under the special patronege of the 
Christian church. 

“apes first-class business colleges afford superior instructions in bookkeep- 

e, commercial law, penmanship, telegraphy and short hand. Law, medi- 
a ‘art, musical, parochial and private schools, receive a large patronage. 
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RELIGIOUS ADVANTAGES. 

Des Moines is eminently a city of morals. It is the respectable, law- 
abiding people who constitute the great majority of citizens and whose voice 
is heard in municipal affairs. It was largely owing to the enlightened pub- 
lic sentiment of Iowa’s capital that the prosecution of the liquor traftic was 
prohibited in this commonwealth. The fact that this city of over 50,000 
inhabitants is without a single saloon speaks volumes for the morality and 
law-abiding spirit of her people. 

That this elevated state of public sentiment is due largely to the efficient 
work of the churches, does not admit of doubt. There are no less than 47 
houses of worship in thecity. Two more edifices are in course of erection. 
The several denominations have churches as follows: Methodist Episcopal, 
9; Presbyterian, 4; Lutheran, 4; Baptist, 4; Evangelical, 4; Congrega- 
tional, 3; Roman Catholic, 3; Protestant Episcopal, 2; Disciples, 2; Friends, 
2; Hebrew, 2; United Brethren, 2; United Presbyterian, Unitarian, Second 
Advent, Latter Day Saints, African M. E. and Wesleyan M. E., one each. 

The Young Men’s Christian Association, whose power for good is known 
and appreciated throughout the civilized world, has a large and flourishing 
branch in Des Moines, numbering several hundred members. The parlors 
and rooms are nicely furnished, and no efforts are spared to make members 
and strangers feel at home. The reading roum is well supplied with stand- 
ard newspapers, magazines and religious literature. A well iH a gym- 
nasium affords abundant opportunities for invigorating exercise. Baths are 
also provided. Gospel meetings, devotional services, social reunions and 
literary exercises are held at stated periods. The association is now moving 
strongly to secure the erection ofa large buikling to meet the needs of the 
future, and is receiving considerable encouragement from business men and 
citizens. Young men are always welcome at the rooms. 


SOCIETIES. 


Des Moines has her fall quota of fraternal, benevolent, social and church 
societies, orders, unions clubs and associations. There are about seventy- 
five societies and orders. These have nicely furnished halls and parlors for 
the entertainment of their members and for the reception of friends from 
abroad. 

The prominent societies are strong in numbers and influence, and mem- 
bers of the same, though strangers in the city, may always find brethren to 
extend a fraternal greeting. 


MERCANTILE AGENCY. 


The two leading mercantile agencies, Dun’s and Bradstreet’s have branches 
here which have proven of great value to the business community. 
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PUBLICATIONS. 


The press is a mirror wherein is reflected the ideas sentiments and aspir- 
ations of the age. The high character of the publications of Des Moines is 
indicative of the intelligence and refinement so characteristic of the people 
of the city. Intense activity is displayed in news-gathering and passing 
events are commented on in an entertaining manner. In all that relates to 
journalistic enterprise Des Moines papers are up to the highest standard.

There are three first-class opera houses centrally located, whose combined 
seating capacity is about five thousand. ‘They are easily reached by the 
street car lines from any part of the city, and are well arranged to suit the 
convenience of theater going people. The managers exhibit unusual enter- 
prise in securing the best musical and theatrical talent for the entertain- 
ment and instruction of their patrons. Elegant painting and fresco work 
adorn the interior of these theatres, which are well supplied with upholstered 
opera chairs, beautiful and variegated scenery, and all necessary stage equip- 
ments. The heating and ventilating apparatus combines all the latest 
improvements of the day, while the arrangements for lighting and for eftect- 
ing an escape in case of fire, are equal to those of theaters in much larger 
cities. Lovers of music and the drama find every opportunity for the eul- 
tivation of their tastes in the Capital of Lowa. 

Excellent boating facilities are afforded by the broad, deep channel of the 
Des Moines river north of the city. On nearly every moonlight evening 
during the warm months pleasure parties and excursionists row up the river 
and float quietly down stream amid scenery surpassingly beautiful. 

A large number of Des Moines people make a yearly pilgrimage during 
the heated term to some one of the favorite summer resorts of Iowa, which 
are easily reached by rail from this point. Colfax, celebrated as a health - 
resort and widely known for its mineral springs, is buc 23 miles distant. 
Spirit and Okoboji lakes, noted throughout the West as hunting and fishing 
resorts, are 180 miles from the city, and may be reached in half a day’s 
journey. Clear Lake, an equally favorite place during the summer season, 
and anoted camp-meeting ground, is somewhat nearer. 

The enthusiasm with with which Des Moines people regard our national 
game is by no means confined to the younger generation. The Base Ball 
Association maintains a first class team, and belongs to the Western League. 
The Des Moines Browns and Grays are amateur organizations, comprising 
the best local base ball talent. 

The people, while energetic and enterprising, do not neglect the element 
of sogiability. The large number of old settlers and tamily reunions, 
church suppers, ice cream festivals, picnics, excursions, parties, balls, mas- 
querades, dances and other forms of festal enjoyment so frequently. held, 
indicate the social character of the people.

They contain all modern 
improvements that in any manner conduce to the comfort and convenience 
of the traveling public. The facilities are constantly enlarged to keep pace 
with the wonderful growth of the city. The managers are without excep- 
tion genial, enterprising and accommodating. 


THE FIRE DEPARTMENT \ 
Of Des Moines was established as a paid department in 1882. Mr. R. 
C. Johnson, the popular and efficient Chief, is from Indiana. He has filled 
that responsible position since the organization, has been connected with 
the fire department fifteen years, and has seen all the large fires which have 
taken place in Des Moines. The department now makes use‘of hose carts, 
but the city is undergoing such rapid growth that ere long engines will have 
to be used. The present efticiency is the outgrowth of many years service. 
It requires but fonr seconds to have the hose No. 1 hitched up, and every 
man in his place. The fact that there is less proportional loss by fire in 
Des Moines than in any other city of the Union, speaks with emphasis of 
the faithfulness of the firemen, and is a cause of just pride on the part of 
the Chief of the Department, and Des Moines citizens. Pat Lynch is first 
assistant chief, and Otto Kilbohm second assistant. The headquarters of 
No. 1 hose cart and chemical engine are on Locust street. The following 
able men constitute the foree: Pat Burke, Captain; J. MeTighe, Driver; 
Martin Murphy and William Holleren, Pipemen; Tom Brennan and Tom 
King, Firemen. W. Scott is driver of the chemical engine, while B. F. 
Mead and Pat Burke are pipemen. John Kennedy is watchman for No. 1. 

The headquarters of No. 2 East Side Hose Cart and Hook and Ladder 
Companies are on East Walnut between Tourth and Fifth streets. The 
place is fitted up in a manner best calculated to serve the needs of the 
department. Order and system prevail in the management of even the 
minutest details. The men have had careful, systematic training and are 
well equipped for the performance of duty. The captain and driver is 

_E. E. Johnson, a brother of Chief Johnson. Mike Smith, William Mcford, 

Pat Morgan and Pat Swift are the Hose Cart pipemen. It. S. Negan is 
the Hook and Ladder driver, Henry Strauss, tiller; William Price, Martin 
Melander and Harry Newiss, laddermen. Second Assistant Chief Otto 
Kilbohm makes his headquarters in No. 2. 

No. 3 Chemical Engine is on East Twelfth street between Des Moines 
and Lyon. ‘Taylor Brewer is driver and foreman, with Ed. Bartlett as pipe- 
man. Long experience has rendered these men active, alert and thoroughly 
familiar with the duties and emergencies of their calling. This engine has 
acomplished a vast amount of good in the preservation of property in that 
vicinity. 

The headquarters of No. 4 are on Eighth street (west side) above School. 
James Fahey is driver and foreman of the Ilose Cart. Tred Jackson and 
A. J. Flood are pipemen. This engine house is a solid, durable structure, 
well equipped with all apparatus needful to assist in fighting the flames. 
Everything is done in an orderly, systematic manner. 

Chemical Engine No. 5 is kept on the corner of Seventeenth and Crocker 
streets. The driver and foreman is Robert Morris. William Hall is pipe- 
man. The men are experienced and fully alive to the requirements of the 
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service. Movements are executed with promptness and accuracy in the face 
of danger. No. 5 has rendered valuable service in that part of the city. 

The engine house of No. 6 on Seventh and Jefferson streets, south side, 
affords protection to the homes of people living south of the Raccoon. Its 
work is becoming more extended owing to the fact that a larger amount of 
building is going on in Seuth Des Moines this spring than was ever known 
before. John Martin is driver and foreman while Paddy Hearn and Joe 
Larsh are pipemen. ‘These. men are active and energetic fireman, thor- 
oughly alive to the requirements and dangers of saving life and property 
from fire. : 


IOWA STATE FAIR. 


. The headquarters of the Iowa State Agricultural Society have been per- 
' manently located in this city. The Twentieth General Assembly appropri- 
ated fifty thousand dollars for the purchase of new grounds, provided some 
suitable location to be selected should donate the same amount. The citi- 
zens‘ot Des Moines with their characteristic enterprise raised the subscrip- 
tion and secured the permanent location of the grounds. 

' These lie one mile east of the city and are reached by a beautiful drive. 
A street car line runs to the gate while the lands are touched by nearly all 
the railroads of the city. The place is well watered by springs and con- 
tains a goodly number of trees which afford an abundance of shade. The 
annual exhibition of lowa’s agricultural products and manufactures tends to 
disseminate widely a knowledge ot the wonderful resources of the State and 


to acquaint the people of the West with the advantages and possibilities of 


the city of Des Moines. 


PARKS. 


For many years the city was without a public park, the want of which 
was severely felt. It was unfortunate that grounds were not set apart 
for this purpose at an early day when their cost would have been trifling. 
A few years ago, however, the continued agitation of this growing need led 
to the purchase of about sixty acres of woodland lying on the river bank 
north of the city, which tract was immediately thrown open to the public 
for a pleasure resort. Prospect Park was the name given to the place. No 
other spot in this region affords scenery so romantic, picturesque and varied. 
Oaks, elms, and other native trees afford protection from the heated rays of 
the sun and render the place delightfully cool in Summer. From the sum- 
mit of the heights near the entrance tothe park may be obtained a mag- 
nificent view of the river and valley, together with a vast extent of prairie 
covered with the verdure of meadows and green fields. Art has added 
much to the natural beauty of Prospect Park. Walks and drives have been 
constructed, rustic bridges have been built, grottoes, swings and seats have 
been provided. 

Twenty-five acres on the river front in Orchard Beach will be improved 
fora park. Those in charge of the project will expend a considerable amount of 
money in the construction of driveways, setting out trees, regulating water 
courses, and grading boulevards. . An artificial lake will also be formed. 
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No pains will be spared to render this naturally beautiful spot still more 


pretty and attractive. 

The park commissioners a few weeks ago decided to improve the public 
grounds located between Walntt and Locust streets, facing the river and 
have asked a small appropriation from the City Council to enable them to 
carry out their plans. 
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BRIDGES. 


The rivers are spanned by seven wagon and six railway bridges, each 400 
feet long. They are built of the best wood and iron, and the most improved 

lans are embodied in their construction. 

The City Council has recently passed an ordinance authorizing the build- 
ing of a public wagon bridge over the Raccoon river at the foot of Ninth 
street, a second over the same river above the waterworks, and still another 
over the Des Moines river at East Ninth street. 

The cost of each bridge is not to exceed $30,000, and the approaches and 
streets leading thereto are to be completed by the first day of November, 
1888. ‘The city will issue bonds to cover the cost of bridges and approaches, 
not including earth approaches, bearing a rate of interest not to exceed tive 
per cent per annum, interest payable semi-annually. 

The Council has also authorized the construction of three viaducts, only 
one of which according to law ean be built this year. The first will be con- 
structed from the couth end of the Raccoon bridge across the Diagonal rail- 
road, the second on East Ninth street, from Court Avenue southward, and 
the third across the Northwestern on Grand Avenue. 
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TRANSPORTATION FACILITIES. 


The excellence of Des Moines asa distributing point is due to the net 
work of railroads, which affords seventeen different and distinct outlets by 
rail. Ninety passenger trains arrive at and leave the city daily, and the 
time tables are so arranged.as to afford close connection with the various 
trunk lines. The railroads have been indispensable factors in developing the 
natural resources of the city and the fertile regions through which they pass. 
They render the business of a vast extent of territory tributary to Des Moines 
and .confer inestimable advantages upon the commercial, manufacturing and 
mining interests. The State Commissioners have recently established a’ 
schedule of low freight rates which will enable Des Moines manufacturers 
and wholesale merchants to compete successfully with their rivals in other 
cities. 

The Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railway reached here in 1867. 1t 
is one of the grand trunk lines of the State and ranks among thie first roads 
in the Union. 

The Keokuk & Des Moines is one of the principal branches of the C., R. 
I. & P., and one of the most important of the north and south lines of the 
State. 

The Des Moines, Indianola & Missouri, and the Des Moines, Winterset 
_ & Southwestern are branches of the Rock Island road. 

The Chicago, Burlington & Quiney is one of the greatest trunk lines of 
the State, and is owned and operated by one of the wealthiest of western 
corporations. It gives Des Moines direct connection with St. Louis as well 
as Chicage. 

The Des Moines, Chariton & Kansas City road is a branch of the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quiney, and extends from Des Moines to Chariton, St. 
Joseph and Kansas City. 

The Chicago & Northwestern was the first of the great trunk lines to - 
connect with the Union Pacific at Council Bluffs. It is a strong compet- 
itor for passenger and freight business. 

The Des Moines & Fort Dodge extends northwest passing through Fort 
Dodge, and forming, in connection with the Minneapolis & St. Paul, a 
through line between Des Moines and the twin cities. 

The Wabash, St. Louis & Pacitic atfords direct lines to St. Louis, Chicago 
and New York. 

An important branch of this road is the Des Moines & Northwestern, 
which extends through the northwestern counties of Lowa, making tributary 
the extensive wheat growing regions of Minnesota and Dakota. | 

The St. Louis, Des Moines and Northern is another branch of this same 
line which runs north to Boone. 

The Chicago, St. Paul & Kansas City extends from Chicago and St. Paul 
through the State from northeast to southwest. 

The Des Moines, Osceola & Southern is a narrow gauge line passing 
southward to Osceola and beyond. It will doubtless be extended to Kansas 
City and St. Joseph before many years have elapsed. 

The Minneapolis & St. Louis affords a through and direct line from Des 
Moines to Minneapolis. 

The Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul enters the city by short connection 
over another line. 
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There are several other railroads in prospect, whose construction is merely 
a question of time. 

Several fast freight lines havé established agencies in Des Moines which 
afford cheap and safe means of transportation. 

Small boats formerly traversed the Des Moines river between this point 
and Keokuk, but owing to the completeness of the railway system, this 
natural outlet for the city’s commerce has not been used for many years.

TELEPHONE AND TELEGRAPH. 


The Central Union Telephone Exchange has 800 patrons in the city and 
affords telephonic communication with about 200 towns in central Lowa. 
Fourteen lady operators are employed in the central office and four men on 
outside work. The company utilize all the latest electrical improvements 
and spare no effort to make the service first class. 

Telegraphic communication with the outer world is furnished by the 
Western Union Company. They have two ofticee here whose affairs are 
conducted in a manner satisfactory to business men and citizens., About a 
score of operators, clerks and messengers are employed. 

The American District Telegraph Company put homes in communication 
with the public department. ‘The system is used extensively in the sending 
of fire alarms ang the company receive a large patronage. 
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° . LIGHTING. 


Gas is furnished the city for public buildings and offices at the rate of 
$2.00 per thousand feet; for public street lamps, $2.00 per lamp per month; 
to private consumers, $2.25 per thousand feet for the first five years, which 
latter rate is to be reduced at the expiration of the allotted: time. 
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© There are about 650 gas lamps and abont the same number of oil lamps. 
The length of gas mains is thirty miles. Many streets and business blocks 
are now lighted by electricity. There are 500 consumers of the Edison 
incandescent light and 200 of the Are electric light. 
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PAVING AND SEWERAGE. 41848103 


There are about fifteen miles of paved streets and over eighteen miles ot 
curbing, the cost of which is in round numbers $600,000. By far the 
larger portion of the paving was done with cedar blocks which combine 
cheapness and efficiency. A part of Court Avenue together with a few of 
the adjacent streets is paved with limestone macadam, while nearly all the 
alleys contain stone block pavement. Eight additional miles of ptving 
have already been ordered for the present season. 

Brick and pipe sewers underlie all the principal business streets and 
extend into the residence portions of the city. There are seventeen miles 
of sewerage within the corporate limits, the construction of which cost 
$200,000. This excellent sewerage system, taken in connection with the 
natural slope of the ground, affords ample drainage facilities and is an 
important factor in contributing to the healthfulness of the inhabitants.

WATER WORKS. 

The Water Works company use the direct pressure system and have 
about thirty miles of mains in operation. Soft, pure water is obtained 
from a subterranean aqueduct, supplemented by the Raccoon river. The 
capacity of the pumps is 13,000,000 gallons of water per day, while the 
boiler capacity of the works is 80,000,000 gallons. 

There are more than 300 fire hydrants in different parts of the city. 
Mains have been laid acrozs the Des Moines river at Grand Avenue and 
Court Avenue, which afford the East Side superior water service for fire 
protection. . 
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STREET RAILWAYS. 


Three lines of street railway afford means of rapid communication from 
one place to another. The narrow gauge operates thirteen miles of road in 
the city and runs thirty cars. The broad gauge has about tive miles ot 
track within the city limits and runs ten cars. ‘The Des Moines and Sevas- 
topol Street Railway has three cars and is about two miles in length. 

Two rapid transit lines are soon to be built which will connect the busi- 
ness portion of the city with the suburbs. One line will run from Grand 
Avenue north to Oak Park at the end of the paving on Sixth street, a dis- 
tance of nearly three miles. But little trouble has been experienced in 
securing the right of way, the citizens being heartily in favor of the project. 
The motors will be of the noiseless kind and will be selected with a special 
view to speed and good service. Regular trips will be made from six in 
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the morning until midnight. The second route extends from T. E. Brown’s 
residence west to the old fair grounds. The construction of these motor 
lines is indicative of that confidence which capitalists entertain regarding 
the future of Des Moines and marks an important era in the progress:of 
Iowa’s capital city. 


EXPRESS AND TRANSFER COMPANIES. 


The United States, Wells, Fargo & Co., American .& Pacific companies 
have offices in the city. Several large and well equipped transfer compa- 
nies are engaged in hauling goods between the depots and the business 
houses and factories. 
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CLAYS AND SANDS. 

The clays found in this vicinity have been subjected to various tests by 
competent persons and have been found very valuable. Common brick are 
manufactured in great abundance, and the finer grades for building purposes 
can also be made from Des Moines clays. The brick making industry is 
one of great importance, and necessitates the employment of large numbers 
of men at the extensive brick yards. The largest drain tile works in the 
State are located here, and their product has proven an important factor in 
reclaiming low, swampy lands and converting the same into productive 
farms and gardens. The making of sewerage pipe receives considerable 
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attention, and the natural advantages afforded for the prosecution of this 
industry have led the representatives of concerns, located elsewhere, to 
consider favorably the proposition of removal to Des Moines. Tire clay 
and potter’s clay of superior quality are found in connection with the coal 
deposits, and the products of the potteries are used extensively in western 
households. Artificial stone is manufactured and shipped as far West as 
Salt Lake City. Mineral paints, of the best grade and quality, can be made 
from clays found here. This fact is suggestive of what may become an 
important industry in the future. Clays, suitable for the manufacture of 
terra cotta, exist in practically unlimited quantities in this region. Terra 
cotta is rapidly coming into active use for building purposes, and when 
made of the right kind of material is better even than stone. Extensive 
deposits of sand occur near the city, adapted to the manufacture of glass 
and artificial! stone. The sand lying in bars along the rivers is used exten- 
sively in building. 
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RED PAINT. 
The mineral resources of Iowa will probably not be fully utilized: for 
many years to come. New discoveries are constantly being made, showing 
their value to be far greater than has been anticipated. There has recently 
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been found, about four miles northeast of Monroe, Jasper county, a mine 
of paint which is excellently adapted for use. It has been examined and 
pronounced, by competent persons, equal to the best mineral paints usually 
placed on the market. It is perfectly smooth, of a dark red color, and 
‘needs no washing or purifying. The mine has been dug into to a depth of 
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twenty-three feet and has been found entirely free from impurities of every 
kind. It has a large area and occurs at different depths below the surface. 
Farmers in the neighborhood have painted their barns, outbuildings and 
fences with it, and all parties conversant with the facts pronounce the find 
a valuable one. Pure, yellow ochre has been diseovered in immense 
deposits in the same locality. The ores have been tested, and samples may 
be seen at the office of the Commercial Exchange. Land has been purchased 
and leased in that vicinity by parties who will soon form a company and

commence the erection of a factory in Des Moines for the manufacture and 
preparation of the best quality of mineral paint to be obtained in the West. 
Tt will be used in the adornment of houses, fences, stables and other build- 
ings, implements. There is no doubt that large quantities of this paint will 
be shipped to all parts of the country. This valuable discovery means the 
acquisition of another desirable manufacturing industry and employment 
for more workmen, and will probably lead to a more thorough and sys- 
tematic investigation of the mineral resources of the State. 
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MILITARY ORGANIZATIONS. 


Company A, known as the Governor’s Guards, and Company E (colored) 
of the Third Regiment, are quartered in the city. The numerical strength 
of these companies is about forty-five. The Major, Adjutant and Sergeant 
Major, make their headquarters here. | 
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SIGNAL SERVICE. 


The U.S. Signal Service Station was established in Des Moines August 

_ 1, 1878. Observations are made daily and telegraphed to’ Washington, 

which, together with the reports received from a hundred and fifty other 

stations, supply the data upon which are based the predictions for the next 
twenty-four hours.

; CEMETERIES. 


Woodland Cemetery is situated in the Northwestern part of the city. 
The ground is gently undulating, consisting of hills and dells covered in 
part by shady groves. Great care is bestowed upon the place, which has in 
summer the appearance of a flower garden. The natural beauty is supple- 
mented by many elegant and imposing designs in sculpture. The Catholie¢ 
burial place adjoins Woodland Cemetery on the north, while the Jewish 
Cemetery lies to the northwest. 
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SUBURBAN TOWNS. 

SEVASTOPOL 

is the oldest suburb of Des Moines and adjoins the city on the southeast. 
The chief industry is the mining of coal, which affords emloyment to 
Jarge numbers of the inhabitants. Several mines are operated within the 
corporate limits of the town. Market gardening receives much attention, 
and the products find a ready sale in Des Moines. 


NORTH DES MOINES 


is eminently a place of homes, the elevated situation and gently undulating 
surface, diversified with beautiful groves of native trees, combining to pro- 
duce one of the most.delightful residence localities to be found anywhere.
